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Genetic  Code  Large  Print  Braille 

The  genetic  code  is  the  set  of  rules  by  which  information 
encoded  within  genetic  material  (DNA  or  mRNA  sequences)  is 
translated  into  proteins  (amino  acid  sequences)  by  living  cells. 

The  genetic  code  consists  of  64  three-letter  "words"  or 
"codons"  that  use  a  four-letter  nucleotide  alphabet:  A,  U, 

C,  and  G.  Each  three-letter  codon  is  translated  to  one  of  20  _ 

amino  acids  or  a  stop  signal.  For  example,  the  codon  AUG  codes  for  the  amino 
acid  methionine,  and  the  codon  UUU  codes  for  the  amino  acid  phenylalanine. 

In  this  way,  a  sequence  of  DNA  nucleotides  is  translated  to  a  particular 
sequence  of  amino  acids.  During  the  translation  process,  amino  acids 
are  linked  together  to  form  proteins.  Proteins  are  involved  in  cellular 
activities  such  as  enzyme  proteins  needed  for  chemical  reactions; 
structural  proteins  such  as  keratin  and  collagen  found  in  hair,  nails,  and 
skin;  hemoglobin  in  red  blood  cells  needed  for  oxygen  delivery  to  cells  of 
the  body;  and  antibodies  that  provide  protection  against  disease.

DNA  Twist  is  a  model  that  demonstrates  the  structure  of  the  DNA 
molecule  in  a  way  that  is  accessible  to  students  who  are  blind  and 
visually  impaired.

An  annual  registration  of  eligible  students  determines  a 
per  capita  amount  of  money  specifically  designated  for  the  purchase  of 
educational  materials  produced  by  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind 
(APH).  These  funds  are  credited  to  Federal  Quota  accounts  maintained  and 
administered  by  APH  and  its  Ex  Officio  Trustees  throughout  the  United  States 
and  Outlying  Areas. 

Who  Is  Eligible? 

While  there  is  no  chronological  age  limit  for  eligibility,  for  students  to  be 
eligible  to  participate  in  the  Federal  Quota  Program,  they  MUST  meet  the 
following  requirements: 

•  Meet  the  definition  of  blindness  -  a  central  visual  acuity  of  20/200  or 
less  in  the  better  eye  with  best  correction;  or  a  peripheral  field  of  vision 
no  greater  than  20  degrees;  or  function  at  the  definition  of  blindness, 
when  visual  performance  is  reduced  by  a  brain  injury  or  dysfunction, 
and  visual  performance  meets  the  definition  of  blindness  as  determined 
by  an  eye  care  specialist  or  neurologist. 

•  Be  enrolled  in  a  formally  organized  public  or  private,  nonprofit 
educational  program  of  less  than  college  level. 

•  Infants,  preschool,  and  school-aged  students  must  be  enrolled  with  the 
registering  school  or  agency  on  the  first  Monday  in  January. 

•  Eligible  adult  students  are  those  who  meet  the  definition  of  blindness 
and  who  are  enrolled  in  instructional  programs,  at  less  than  college 
level,  for  20  hours  per  week.  Social  and  leisure  programs  do  not  qualify 
as  instruction;  however,  student  practice  to  develop  skills  can  be 
included  in  instructional  hours.  Registration  will  be  determined  by  the 
number  of  students  enrolled  throughout  the  previous  calendar  year  for 
at  least  three  months  of  instruction  (an  accumulation  of  12  weeks). 

Who  Are  the  Ex  Officio  Trustees? 

For  each  residential  school  for  the  blind,  state  department  of  education,  or 
agency  for  the  blind  that  participates  in  the  Federal  Quota  Program,  an 
Ex  Officio  Trustee  of  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind  must  be 
designated.  Each  Ex  Officio  Trustee  is  entrusted  with  the  administration  of 
the  Federal  Quota  Program  within  his  or  her  system.
